to the point of perfection by exercising 
the special qualities with which he 
himself is endowed. 

“The brotherhood has developed to 
this enormous extent since the days, 
now many years ago, when the first 
little band came together, and it has 
developed not by crushing out indi- 
vidual initiative, but by developing. by 
combining many individual initiatives. 
The Brotherhood of Firemen does 
much for all firemen, but I firmly be- 
lleve that the individual fireman since 
the growth of the brotherhood has 
been more, not less, efficient than he 
was twenty years ago. Membership 
in the brotherhood comes, as I under- 


stand it, after a nine months’ proba- 


tionary period; after a man has shown 
his worth he is then admitted and 
stands on his footing as a brother. 
Now any man who enters with the 
purpose of letting the brotherhood 
carry him is not worth much. 
INDIVIDUALITY COUNTS. 
“The man who counts in the broth- 
erhood is the man that pulls his own 
weight and a little more. Much can be 
done by the brotherhood. I have just 
hinted in the general figures I gave 
you how much it has done, but it re- 
mains true in the brotherhood and 
everywhere else throughout American 
life that in the last resort, nothing 
can supply the place of the man’s own 
individual qualities. We need those, 
no matter how perfect the organization 
is outside. There is just as much need 
of nerve, hardihood, power to face 
risks and accept responsibilities in the 


engineers and firemen, whether on a, 


flyer or a freight train, now that there 
ever was. Much can be done by the 


organization. A great deal can be ac-. 


complished by working each for all, 
and all for each; but we must not for- 
get that the first requisite in accom- 
plishing that is that each man should 
work for others by working for him- 
self, by developing his own capacity. 
Isn't that common sense? 1 think so. 

“The steady way in which a man 
can rise is illustrated by a little thing 
that happened yesterday. I came down 
here over the Queen and Crescent 
Railroad, and the general manager, 
who handled my train and handled 
yours, was Mr. McGuire.

‘But the fact should not be lost 
sight of that the principal question at 
issue in the anthracite coal strike is 
not a ouestion of wages nor of hours 
of work. If these were the onlv or the 
chiet questions at issue, the strike 
would have been settled long 2t70— 
would probably never have been be- 
gun, in fact. The overshadowing is- 
sue of the strike is the recognition of 
the United Mine Workers’ Union. 
Those who are expending a great 
amount of sympathy upon the strik- 
ing mipers and who are denouncing 
their employers as “oppressors of le- 
bor,” should not forget that the real 
purpose of the strike is to drive out 
of employment all miners who are not 
members of the union; to compe! the 
mine operators to discriminate against 
all workmen who are not members of 
that organization: to secure for the 
unfonists, not merely the lion’s share 
of the work to be done in the mines, 
but all the work to be done in the 
mines. 

Tt has been broadly claimed on be- 
balf of these strikers that tl*y are 
engeced in a battle designed to ad- 
vYanee the cause and promote the in- 
terests of labor in general. Such is 
not the case in the anthracite strike, 
nor is it the case in any strike. 
Unionists who strike do so to promote 
their own selfish interests, at the ex- 
pense of all independent workers who 
do not belong to their organizations. 
The anthracite miners’ strike is no 
exception.. These men are striking to 
establish a monopoly. Their purpose 
is to force the sale, in the anthracite 
region, of tue particular commodity 
Gabor.) which they have for sale, and 
to prevent other laboring men who do 
not belong to their organization, from 
disposing of their labor in the same 
market. If Mr. Mitchell and his 
United Mine Workers could establish 
the labor monopoly which they are 
aiming to establish, they would have 
the mite owners and operators at their 
mercy, and could wreck their business 
and ruin them financially if any de- 
mands which they might choose to 
make, however unreasonable, were not 
promptly complied with. 

Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt, in a recent 
interview, stated the situation with 


clearness and force. Following are a 
few pertinent extracts: 


— 


“If this demand be conceded, it 
will not be possible for any man not 
holding a union card to secure em- 
ployment in the coal fields. This will 
amount to a denial of the right of 
every man to sell his labor in a free 
market. The concession of this de- 
mand will make Mr. Mitchell the dic- 
tator of the coal business and put him 
in control of votes enough to decide 
the next Presidential election. 

“The right to labor is inherent in 
every human being, and cannot be 
surrendered without the sacrifice of 
individual liberty and of private prop- 
erty. It therefore cannot be arbitrated 
any more than the right of a man to 
his own home if it shall be claimed 
by an outsider who proffers arbitra- 
tion. An offer of arbitration is alwiys 
attractive, but there are many things 
which cannot be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, and among them none is so im- 
portant to the workingman as the 
right to sell his labor in a free mar- 
ket. The operators cannot yield this 
point without being disloval to the 
owners of the property and to the 
workmen who carry on the operation’. 

“It would be far better to abandtn 
the business of mining anthracite eoal 
than to concede the demand for aay 
man or set of men to deny the rights 
of employment and of labor, upon 
which the whole structure of free gov- 
ernment is founded and to which this 
country owes its phenomenal proz- 
ress. In my judgment. th „the 
operators are only doing their plain 
duty in declining to arbitrate a ques- 
tion whith Is in the domain of con- 
science and involves the personal lib- 
erty of the individual. 

“The only solution of the trouble is 
for Mr. Mitchell to order the strike off 
without delay. When this is done, if 
there be grievances to be arbitrated, 
they will be promptly adjusted be- 
tween the locol operators and loce! 
unions. The richt of association is not 
in question. This is adnfitted by both 
employers and employés. What is e- 
nied, and properly so, is the power. by 
the issue of union cards, to refuse em- 
ployment to non-union men, and thus 
condemn them to ostracism. starya- 
tion and death. Such a result is ab- 
horrent to justice and is fatal to per- 
sonal liberty. 

“There is a principle more important 
than the obligation of private property 
to subordinate itself to the general 
welfare. The demand of any man or 
set of men, not occupying public 
office, to decide upon the conditions 
upon which labor shall seek its living 
and to make it sublect to a license 
from irresponsible leaders, whether 
representing capital or labor, is in et- 
fect, a claim to the power of life and 
death. and can never be conceded 
without a base surrender of duty to 
greed. The coal operators. therefore. 
are not fighting so much for the con- 
trol of their own property as for the 
right of the citizen to labor where he 
may find employment without inter- 
ference from organizations or men 
who have no right to control his free- 
dom of action.”

Roberts's conception is a revela- 
tion, overturning the theatrical tradi- 
tions of two generations. Here is a 
flesh and blood man, not a demon. It 
is a character creation worthy of a 
great actor, a study in villainy that 
will be a classic. 

In the lurk of his eye and the thrust 
of a single sentence from his tongue 
Roberts introduces into the minds of a 
thousand people a life packed with 
crime and sin. It is the supreme test 
of acting to thus reveal character in a 
lightning flash. Whoever can do that 
is the master of the resources of his 
profession, and the possessor of a high 
order of dramatic talent. To stand 
before an audience and in a passing 
facial expression. in the undefnadie 
attitude of the body and the soft in- 
sinuation of the voice to so clarify the 
imagination that it sees plainiy the 
stretch of an entire lifetime—this is 
the final accomplishment of the actor's 
art, one not studied nowadays in the 
era of fake personalities and tinfoil 
perfermances. It is, however, all the 
more welcome for that reason. When 
in the barren desert of dramatic hap- 
penings there springs out an oasis of 

ise it is time to haul out the ad- 
ectives of praise that have long lain 
moldering and almost forgotten. 

This bit of character work is spon- 
taneous, free, natural; it is electric, full 
of wonder; it is magnetic, not to be 
refused; it is artistic, keen, analytical.
